2. The airfield had been occupied by a fighter unit for 
about two weeks. ++ Thirty-eight fighters and three 
biplanes were counted on the north-eastern edge of the 
field. Description of the fighters: Low-wing mono- 
plane, radial engine, landing gear and tail wheel retrac- 
table, antenna rod aft of cockpit, out off wing tips, pro- 
peller hubs seemed to be painted red* 

3- Individual and group take-offs and landings were practiced 
after 1 p.nu 

4. Two former administration buildings of the Juno tfina, south 
of the airfield, served as quarters for hoviet Air i?orce 
troops. About fifty-five apartments in ALIL'i. (h 52/1* 06) 
were occupied by ooviet Air i?'orce troops and their dependents.
